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Grain Prices Will Advance When 
Spring Planting Season Is Over 


Babson Park, Maw* ch tinct t* — 
The sm ashing decline in 
wheat 
price* coming aa It did nhortly 
artar tha Farm Board began Its 
work wan hailed a* proof of fail­ 
ure for th© whole adininlstatlon 
scheme of farm relief. My own 
opinion la that this decline has 
greatly assisted rather than hin­ 
dered 
the 
Farm 
Board in its 
plan*. The fact of the m atter is 
th a t the Board probably prefers 
low prices until after the Spring 
planting season Is over. Hence, in­ 
stead of enticing the Board for 
failure to keep prices up lo the 
period just before the planting 
season, let us give the members 
credit for a keen understanding 
of the economics of agriculture, 
and a shrewd knowledge of the 
American farm ers' psychology. In­ 
stead of being alarmed 
at 
the 
drastic decline In prices it is very 
probable th at the Farm Board ex­ 
perienced a gr«at sense of relief. 
Nobody knows better than they 
that IM© only way 
to 
maintain 
good prices for wheat, corn, and 
oats, Is to reduce production. If 
wheat had been selling at $1.60 
a bushel during 
February 
and 
March Instead of from $1.20 to 
$0.96 a bushel, nothing on earth 
could have prevented wheal grow­ 
er* from planting every sere of 
land they possibly could. The re­ 
sulting 
production 
next 
Fall 
would have glutted 
th e 
world 
m arket* and would have upset 
. a I schemes for cooperative mar- 
f ^ding and for m aintaining farm 
P’fces at a profitable level. 
I 
believe 
the Federal Farm 
Board Is honestly trying to work 
out a perm anent plan 
of 
price 
stabilization. This la a very dif­ 
ficult 
task. 
The 
fundam ental 
trouble is over-production. It Is 
the same trouble that affects the 
coal Industry, textiles, and a num­ 
ber of other basic Industrial lines 
The copper and oil people have 
found th at curtailed 
production 
Is the only cure for their prob­ 
lems. Agriculture will sooner or 
later come to the same conclusion. 
However, we must remember that 
the American farmer is an Indiv­ 
idualistic and highly Independent 
human being. He does not coop­ 
erate worth a cent unless he can 
be definitely shown th a t It Is to 
bls advantage to cooperate. All 
tho lecturing In the world will 
not make him plant one less acre 
of wheat lf prices are good and 
be knows he can make a profit 
on it. When p r i c e s are low. how- 
• ver, he keeps his acreage down. 
That has been the history of Am­ 
erican farming from the earliest 
times up to the present. Of course, 
the Farm Board dooe not have the 
whole control of farm prices by 
any nwjans. I 
believe, 
however, 
th a t this Board can, and does, ex­ 
ert 
u 
distinct 
influence 
over 
prices. Hence, unless the growing 
, season proves to be unusually fav­ 
orable to the 
crops 
and 
unless 
Europe persists in 
her 
virtual 
boycott of American farm pro­ 
ducts, we are very likely to see 
higher prices for wheat, corn and 
oats after the present season Is 
over. That Is desirable from a pol­ 
itical, business, and agricultural 
standpoint. 
F arm ers Not Holding The Bag 
When wheat fell below $1. a 


only 969.090,000 
bushels. 
This 
lg the lowest since 1925 and com­ 
pares with 1,077,000,000 bushels 
for the five-year average. Export* 
have been Tuning abnormally low 
and 
domestic 
consumption 
Is 
smaller. However, the situation of 
supply and demand for corn Is not 
seriously out of balance and any 
improvement In general purchas­ 
ing could result In an upward 
movement. It Is very questionable. 
however, whether farmers should 
go ahead with their intentions of 
planting 3 per cent 
more 
corn 
acreage this year. Tho outlook for 
corn 
prices 
would 
bs 
much 
stronger lf these Intentions were 
abondoned. 
Th# m arket for oats is holding 
remarkably steady compared with 
the fluctuations In other grains. 
Here again the supplies on hand 
are much lower than 
last 
and 
about 20 per cent lower than for 
the past five years The domestic 
demand Is fairly good, but exports 
are still below normal. The gener­ 
al statistical position of oafs. how­ 
ever. Is such that some price re­ 
covery over the next few months 
should take place. This does not 
mean that there Is any excuse lot 
the proposal to plant 2 1-2 per 
cent more acreage of oats this 
year, however. If the farm ers per­ 
sist in this 
practice 
they 
will 
merely lay up 
trouble 
for 
the 
future. 
The 
outlook 
for cotton this 
year 
depends 
largely 
on 
how 
much the growers are willing to 
reduce serfage, The recant firm­ 
ing on cotton prices 
may

plans of cutting down planting, lf 
this movement is widespread and 
the growers generally disregard 
the w arnings of the Farm Board 
to reduce acreage there 1s not 
much hope for higher prices. Of 
course, growing conditions will 
determine a great deal. To h e on 
the s a fe side, the cotton growers 
should drastically 
curtail 
their 
acreage this year. It row looks as 
though we would have plantings 
of about 4 6,000.000 acre* com par­ 
ed with 48,000.000 acres a year 
ago. 
The farm ers should understand 
that an agricultural revolution Is 
taking place. 
Power 
Machinery 
has come In to change th e whole 
method of p laiting and harvest­ 
ing. The great tem ptation Is to 
use m achinery to Increase acre­ 
age. Now, the machines are Ine­ 
vitable. because machinery lowers 
production costs. Nevertheless, lr 
farm ers continue to plant more 
acres when world production of 
foodstuffs Is already greater than 
world r e q u i r e m e n t , 
they 
will 
bring about very distressing con­ 
ditions. The time bas com© when 
the farm ers must cooperate for 
the restriction of acreage lf they 
are to proeper. 
Business 
by 
the Babsonchnrt

Meeting 148 Million Miles Away
